Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention  Act,  I  have  the  honour 
to  submit  the  forty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  The  Fire  Commissioner  for  the  calendar 
year  1964. 


1,  All  fire  losses  reported  have  been  recorded  and  a  comparison  of  1964  and  1963 
fire  losses  is  as  follows:

It  was  a  disastrous  year  due  to  the  marked  increase  in  loss  of  life  and 
a  considerable  increase  in  property  fire  loss.  No  doubt  the  very  shock 
of  this  preventable  loss  will  cause  a  reaction.  This  office  will  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  every  opportunity  to  publicize  these  shocking  fire  facts  and  appeal 
for  much  greater  fire  prevention  care  this  year  and  in  the  future. 


2.  One  loss  in  a  business  premises,  Calgary,  exceeded  one-half  million  and  two 
other  large  fires,  one  Edmonton  business  block,  and  the  Father  elevator  fires, 
exceeded  $300,000.  In  all  there  were  201  fires  where  the  loss  exceeded  $10,000, 
a  considerable  increase  over  the  178  large  fires  last  year  and  as  usual  these 
201  large  fires  account  for  over  %  of  the  total  fire  loss.  DWELLINGS,  both 
rural  and  urban  were  destroyed  to  the  value  of  over  2%  million.  Next  in  order 
of  building  property  class  losses  were  RETAIL  STORES,  PROPERTY  other 
than  BUILDINGS,  OIL  RISKS,  TANKS  etc.,  FLOUR  MILLS  and  GRAIN  ELE¬ 
VATORS,  FARM  PROPERTY  other  than  DWELLINGS,  METAL  WORKERS, 
GARAGES.  SCHOOLS  suffered  three  times  the  loss  of  the  previous  year  and 
WAREHOUSES  twice  the  loss.  HOSPITALS  had  more  fires  and  higher  losses. 
In  fact  but  for  LUMBER  YARDS  and  WOODWORKERS,  MANUFACTURING 
and  MINING  PROPERTY  it  was  a  rising  fire  loss  picture  all  around. 

3.  Leading  causes  of  fire  continue  in  this  order:  SMOKERS’  CARELESSNESS, 
ELECTRICITY,  PETROLEUM  and  its  PRODUCTS,  STOVES,  BOILERS 
FURNACES  and  their  pipes.  In  order  of  highest  losses  per  cause,  we  record: 
(1)  electricity,  (2)  stoves,  furnaces,  boilers  and  their  pipes  (3)  petroleum 
products.  Again  this  year  we  classify  heating  equipment  losses  in  table  7A 
according  to  type  of  heating  equipment  and  type  of  fuel  used.  I  conclude  that 
the  heavy  load  on  heating  equipment  and  the  extensive  use  of  electricity  makes 
fire  instances  inevitable.  The  damage  from  fire,  however,  would  be  greatly 
reduced  by  more  widespread  use  of  automatic  detection  and  automatic  extin¬ 
guishing  equipment. 
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4.  There  are  more  incendiary  fires  reported.  Due  to  more  time  spent  on  investi¬ 
gations,  we  are  now  able  to  uncover  more  conclusive  evidence  of  incendiarism. 
Fire  investigation  is  a  major  activity  of  our  branch  —  other  duties  including 
inspections,  fire  fighting  instruction  schools  are  shown  in  Table  13. 

5.  The  Fire  Commissioner  attended  the  Association  of  Canadian  Fire  Marshals 
meeting  at  Ottawa  in  May  and  presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  Oil  Burners  Ap¬ 
provals  Council.  The  Fire  Commissioner  also  attended  the  Associate  Committee 
meeting  of  the  National  Building  Code.  As  representative  from  Alberta  the  Fire 
Commissioner  attended  the  Paris,  France,  NATO  Ad  Hoc  Working  Party  meeting 
on  fire  fighting  and  also  inspected  fire  fighting  equipment  and  fire  fighting 
training  schools  in  England  and  Germany.  The  Fire  Commissioner’s  staff  carried 
forward  emergency  measures  planning,  particularly  the  work  of  setting  up 
organization  and  selecting  component  equipment  for  eleven  mobile  fire  columns. 

6.  Fire  Prevention  Week  was  observed  by  government  departments  and  for  the 
seventh  consecutive  year,  the  Province  gained  recognition  for  its  special  report 
on  Fire  Prevention  Week  Activities.  In  the  municipal  division  —  Calgary,  St. 
Albert,  Vegreville,  Red  Deer  and  Stony  Plain  placed  high  in  the  National  open 
ranking  and  Stony  Plain  for  the  second  consecutive  year  won  first  place  for 
Canada  in  their  population  class. 

7.  It  must  be  noted  that  rural  fire  protection  is  making  good  progress.  Farmer 
co-operatives  have  sparked  the  program  which  is  now  being  taken  up  by  more 
and  more  municipal  and  county  councils.  Specifications  for  suitable  fire  fighting 
equipment  at  council  meetings  and  training  of  rural  fire  protection  groups  oc¬ 
cupies  considerable  time  of  selected  field  staff.  Six  new  rural  fire  fighting  units 
were  purchased  during  1964  and  nine  more  are  tendered  for  by  municipal  councils. 

8.  The  work  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  is  closely  associated  with  fire  departments 
by  reason  of  fire  prevention  and  fire  protection  programs  under  The  Fire  Pre¬ 
vention  Act  and  in  emergency  fire  services.  We  also  have  close  liason  with  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  and  municipal  police  services  for  a  compre¬ 
hensive  fire  investigation  operation.  Insurance  companies,  insurance  adjusters 
and  the  Fire  Underwriters’  Investigation  Bureau  assist  in  the  program  of  gather¬ 
ing  information  and  reporting  suspicious  fires  to  us.  As  Fire  Commissioner  I 
would  in  particular  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  and  the  worth  of 
these  public  services  and  also  to  the  interest  and  activity  of  all  individuals  and 
organizations  that  are  directly  concerned  in  reducing  Alberta’s  fire  waste. 

9.  In  conclusion  Sir,  I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  prompt,  courteous  and 
faithful  discharge  of  duties  of  all  members  of  my  staff  has  made  possible  the 
maximum  of  services  to  the  public.

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FIRE  COMMISSIONER’S  OFFICE 


SERVICES 


The  Provincial  Secretary’s  Department  maintains  district  offices  of  the  Fire 
Commissioner’s  Branch,  located  at  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  and  Grande  Prairie.  There 
is  one  resident  Inspector  at  Lethbridge  and  at  Grande  Prairie  and  two  Inspectors 
and  a  male  clerk  stenographer  at  Calgary.  The  remaining  staff,  which  includes  the 
Fire  Commissioner,  Deputy  Fire  Commissioner,  eight  Inspectors  and  five  clerical  staff, 
are  located  at  the  Edmonton  headquarters  office,  412  Legislative  Building.  The 
province  is  divided  into  nine  districts  to  which  an  Inspector  is  assigned  for  routine 
inspections,  investigations  and  for  fire  protection  and  fire  prevention  meetings. 
The  Edmonton  Office  receives  all  special  requests  for  investigations,  inspections, 
special  meetings  and  requests  for  fire  department  assistance.  The  Edmonton  Office 
has  a  major  program  for  plan  checking  of  schools,  hospitals  and  hotels  and  mis¬ 
cellaneous  types  of  buildings.  The  office  also  renders  assistance  to  fire  chiefs  in  the 
program  of  regional  fire  department  proficiency  competitions  and  the  department 
provides  prizes  and  presents  proficiency  award  shields.  The  Edmonton  Office  also 
arranges  for  all  fire  prevention  work  with  other  provincial  and  federal  government 
departments. 

A  public  fire  prevention  education  program  is  conducted  through  meetings, 
film  showings  and  special  fire  prevention  drives,  the  major  project  being  an  Annual 
Fire  Prevention  Week  campaign. 

The  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  provides  fire  protection  advice  and  assistance 
to  cities,  towns,  villages,  municipalities,  counties  and  rural  areas,  also  for  industry 
and  institutions,  with  a  purpose  of  developing  adequate  fire  department  organizations 
and  fire  protection  facilities. 

The  fire  fighting  training  work  which  is  continually  growing  more  extensive, 
is  two-fold.  First,  assistance  is  given  to  fire  chiefs  in  their  communities;  regular 
fire  department  meetings  are  attended  whenever  possible  and  fire  fighting  instruction 
is  given  by  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  to  fire  departments  where  chiefs  request 
it.  Secondly,  Fire  Officers’  Training  Schools  are  conducted  by  the  Fire  Commis¬ 
sioner’s  Office  at  the  government  college  of  agriculture  as  a  provincial  fire  fighting 
training  program. 

Alberta  Emergency  Measures  Organization  is  outlined  in  an  Alberta  Survival 
Plan  Number  One.  Within  the  plan  the  Provincial  Secretary’s  Department  has  been 
given  two  responsibilities,  one  of  which  involves  the  Fire  Commissioner  and  his 
staff  as  follows:  organization  of  municipal  fire  fighting  services,  and  control  over 
and  direction  of  these  services  in  wartime,  except  in  damaged  or  heavy  fallout 
areas,  where  fire  fighting  like  other  emergency  services  will  be  under  the  general 
direction  of  the  army  as  part  of  re-entry  operations. 

Fire  waste  is  a  major  threat  to  life  and  property  but  even  so  fire  disasters 
can  be  prevented  by  trained  and  well  equipped  fire  services,  by  dissemination  of 
pertinent  information,  by  frequent  and  thorough  inspections,  by  use  of  specialized 
equipment,  and  by  organized  preparation.  To  assist  in  preparing  for  emergency 
measures,  the  Fire  Commissioner’s  Office  maintains  a  municipal  fire  department 
summary  of  fire  protection  resources,  encourages  adoption  of  fire  prevention  by-laws, 
works  for  extension  of  organized  fire  protection  and  has,  in  all,  a  close  working 
arrangement  with  all  fire  departments  through  the  provisions  of  The  Fire  Prevention 
Act.
